MOUNTAIN" BEAST WITH CUB 


RAIDS LAMB COBEALS AT 


PAOITIC COLONY 


A full-grown female lion and her 


cub, made desperate by lack of food 
in the mountain ranges, have been 
seen within a mile of Covina, and 
were tracked on New Year's day by 
several local hunters to a point near 
the Pacific Colony property, south- 
east of the city. 


The presence of the great beast 


was first suspected when 
several 


young lambs were carried away. An 
unusually large number of winter 
lambs are being raised in the hills 
south of Covina, one of the largest 
flocks being near the Pacific Colony 
on what is known as the old Phillips 
rnnch. Tracks in the aiuift of small 
riverbeds in that vicinity were un- 
mistakable as belonging to a full- 
grown lion. Where the tracks were 
found in wet sand the spread across 
in diameter equalled seven inches. 
Smaller tracks with the large ones 
indicated that the cub was accom- 
panying the mother. 


Trackers declare that the old lion 


runs nightly in a rough circle, evi- 
dently coming into the valley from 
San Dimas 'canyon. Guards are be- 
ing placed nightly at several corrals 
where young lambs are being raised, 
and a warning has also been given 
out that many large traps have been 
act in various places in the hills. 


Hunters who went into the hills 


for coyotes during the holidays re- 
ported that several were killed on 
the south slope of the San Jose lulls, 
and that the animals seem more 
plentiful than in many yearn. One 
trapper and hunter, an expert in this 
line, is reported as making a sub- 
stantial iving from 
aelliiij;' coyote

Poor 
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Mexican Labor Question— 


Before we approve any bill that will exclude Mexican 


labor from the United States, we should get all the facts. 
This bill interests the San Gabriel valley to a greater degree 
than is supposed, "although not a large amount of foreign 
labor is directly used here. The question directly interests 
the Imperial valley. Arizona and the cotton-raising dis- 
tricts, where foreign labor is imported under bond, and 
returned to the country of origin after the harvests.- 


The Box bill (H. R. 6465), entitled "To Amend the 


Immigration Act of 1924 by Making the Quota Provisions 
Thereof Applicable tp Mexico, Cuba, Canada and Countries 
of Continental America and Adjacent Islands," is a move- 
ment that has direct application to all agriculture on the 
Pacific coast. We are all agreed that immigration should 
be carefully restricted, but it" seems'likely that if Mexican 
immigration is shut off arbitrarily, our 'cotton, fruit and 
"vegetable industries are bound to suffer, and what affects 
one industry eventually affects all. Under the "quota pro- 
vision of this proposed bill only 1,575 Mexicans could be 
brought in during one year, which would be enough only 
for one county. 


A bad feature of the restriction of labor from Mexico, 


is that our labor reservoir would then be filled from im- 
portations of the southern negro, Porto Rican negroes and 
Filipinos. _ These cannot be barred out nor deported. We 
should join, in demanding a very careful survey of the 
labor, situation before approving this bill. 


Taxation and Tyranny— 


"A government which lays taxes on the people not 


required by urgent public necessity and sound public policy- 
is not a protector of liberty, but an instrument of tyranny. 
It condemns the citizens to servitude. One of the first signs 
of the breaking down of free government is the disregard 
by the taxing power of the right of the people to their 
prosperity.

If with increasing business our 


revenues increase, such increase should not be absorbed in 
new ways of spending it. They should be applied to the 
lowering of taxes. In that direction lies the public wel- 
fare. ''—President Coolidge.
